That "Celestial Tramp." 


The comet which any Bismarcker may see 


at about 5 o'clock to-morrow morning, over 
near the eastern horizon, provided the 
sky is clear, is much finer than the comet of 
1881. It is now on the wane, and is not so 


illiant as a fern mornings ago, but never- 
theless it is a beautiful sight. In some re- 


ects this comet recalls descriptions of the 


grand comet of 1811. The tail is about 
twenty degrees long, and between, 4 and 5 
o'clock in the morning it makes an angle of 
forty-nine degrees with the eastern horizon. 
It is slightly bent or sword shaped, the con-' 
cave side being toward the north. There is 
an appearance as of narrow, dark rifts run- 
ning lengthwise through it, as though a 
painter had drawn it with a coarse brush. 
Its perfectly sharp oatlines and steady light 
increase the appearance of solidity, which at 
once impresses the beholder on seeing the 
comet.

The comet which any Bismarcker may see 


at about 5 o'clock to-morrow morning, over 
near the eastern horizon, provided the 
sky is clear, is much finer than the comet of 
1881. It is now on the wane, and is not so 
brilliant as a few mornings ago, bat never- 
theless it is a beautiful sight. In some re- 
spects this comet recalls descriptions of the 
grand comet of 1811. The tail is about 
twenty degrees long, and between 4 and 5 
o'clock in the morning it makes an angle, of 
forty-nine degrees with the eastern horizon. 
It is slightly bent or sword shaped, the con- 
cave side being toward the north. There is 
an appearance as of narrow, dark rifts run- 
ning lengthwise through it, as though a 
painter had drawn it with a coarse brush. 
Its perfectly sharp outlines and steady light 
increase the appearance of solidity, which at 
once impresses the beholder on seeing the 
comet.

He served in the Un- 
ion army as a private and as a commissioned 
officer during the late war; was a stafi officer 
of Maj.-Gens. John Sedgwick, A. O. How- 
ward, John Gibbons, and "Alexander Webb, 
of the Army of the Potomac. He was elected 
a member of the legislative council of Wyo- 
ming territory in 1871, resigning the position 
in 1873. He was elected a delegate from 
Wyoming territory to the forty-third con- 
gress as a democrat, receiving a majority of 
about 300 votes over W. T. Jones, a repub- 
lican. He was re-elected to the forty-fourth 
congress in 18fT2, and served nntil 1877. He 
then ran again and was defeated by Hon. 
W. W. Corlett, and after a sojourn in Chey- 
enne, went to Deadwood, where he has since 
been practicing law, holding a prominent 
place in his profession. He has not of late 
been actively concerned in politics. 


THE following telegram, purporting to be 


the utterance of Delegate Pettigrew, is pub- 
lished in some of the TETBTJKE'S exchanges.

Some years ago she 
issued f,ouie $200,000 in bonds to help build 
a raib.-o.id, and tken repudiated the bonds. 
When tlic bill for the admission of Southern 
Dakota was being considered Mr. Hale, of 
oiaine, wfto held some of the repudiated 
bondb, declared that he would never vote for 
the bill until those bonds were paid. It re- 
juired evsry republican vote to pass ttfe bill. 
said Pettigravr: "Hale held Dakota in his 
breeches pocket. I wish a tidal wave would 
sweep over Yankton county and wash her 
into the Missouri river. We want a legisla- 
ture this winter that will compel Yankton 
county to pay her honest debts." The speak- 
er said that he proved to the committee who 
had the bill in charge—and it was not a 
small task—that Southern Dakota contained 
the necessary population and possessed all 
the natural resources that entitled her to ad- 
mission into the Union, and to tsentually 
make her one of the wealthiest and proudest 
states of our Federal republic. 


VICE PBESIDENT OAKES, of the North Paci- 


fic, arrived in St. Paul Saturday, on his way 
west. A St. Pan! reporter who interviewed 
Mr. Oakes gleaned the following inform- 
ation: "He says his^trip is for tha purpose 
of inspecting the road, and especially the 
Bozeman and Helena tunnels. The con- 
struction of the road was being pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, and there would 
be no winter quarters made. The air in Mon- 
tana is mild and pleasant during the winter, 
and will permit work during the entire sea- 
son. The road has at present about 12,000 or 
14,000 men in its employ on the construction 
work. On the west end there are 7,000 or 
8,000 Chinamen, who receire $1 per day, and 
1,600 
white men who receive $2 per day. On 


the eastern work the men receive $1.75 per 
day. The road] at present is booming and 
the transportation 6f passengers and immi- 
grants continued as in the early" part of the 
season. The work of transporting passen- 
gers next year promises to be something 
wonderful. The freight traffic also has been 
very good and withal, the business of the 
road excels their expectations. There have 
been as yet but few land sales in Montana, 
nor was there any expectation of large sales 
until the road has progressed further into 
the territory. The question of the route to 
the National Park is as yet undecided. Two 
branches are under discussion. The branch 
from Livingstone, or Benson's Landing, is 
the shorter, bnt the one from Bozeman is by 
the easier grades. The company is now sur- 
veying a line from Minneapolis to Minneap- 
olis Junction, and from that point they will 
run an independent track on the Manitoba 
right of way to Sank Center., Mr. Oakes 
leaves for the west this evening, and expects 
to be absent about three weeks, going as far 
as Helena on the trip."

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, Progress of the Worth. Pacific. 
BILLINGS, 
M. T., Oct. 3, 1882.— 


The North Pacific is now completed 
sixty miles west of Billings, and the track 
is being extended al the rate of from one 
to two miles per day. The road will be 
completed to Benson's Landing, 25 miles 
east of Bozeman, 115 west of Billings, by 
Nov. 15th. The work on the Bozeman 
tunnel will not be done before July, 18'83, 
but a temporary track will be laid ovei 
the mountain, and the work of extension 
will not be delayed on that account. The 
rumor that the road will not touch Boze- 
man the engineers of the North Pacific 
pronounce unfounded. They say they 
could not avoid that thriving cily if they 
would. The branch to the Yellowstone 
park, however, 'will be built from Benson's 
Landing, following up the Yellowstone 


until the canyon is reached, when a de- 
tour will be made. The distance from 
the main line at Benson to the park is 
75 miles. Work will be commenced on the 
park branch this fall, and will be pushed 
rapidly during the winter, and the iron 
horse will prance into the park early next „ 
seaso*.

Gov. OEDWAX, in an interview upon the* sit- 


uation at Devil's Lake, gives some points not 
hitherto mads. When ihe governor visit* d 
the section of the country last June, he re- 
quired into the merits c|f a petition asking 
that the country, now included in their con- 
templated survey, be organized. The set- 
tlers claimed that they had been driven from 
the north shore of the lake by an organized 
band of paid squatt»rs. Col. Creel admitted 
that it cost $300 per month to keep thede 
squatters on the north shore. Accordingly 
the governor communicated with Secretary 
Teller, and filed a letter [recommending that 
the military reservation be extended to em- 
brape this territory of timber. This letter is 
in accord with the sentiments of Delegate 
Pettigrew, previously fileji with the secretary. 
No intention was had to infringe upon the 
rights of the settlers, aut to prevent the 
spoliation of the finest licatioa for a sum- 
mer resort in the northwest.
